‘Two very good sets of agricultural implements 
made by Jessore srtificers on the Jessore Rajah 
and Nurral Baboo’s e were exhibited, also 
an improved machine for erashing Sugarcane. 


The surg subscribed amounted to Rnpces 2,152, 
the sum disbursed, including all expemees, to 
Rupees 1,437.

Exhibition for Jessore cattle, produce, and imple. 
ments exhibited there, With the remainder the 
Committee intend to purchase any implements 
witich it may be thought desirable to imtreduce 
into the Dietriet, and to offer Prizes at au Exhibi- 
tion of a like manner to be held at Jessore next 
year,

From §. C. Bayury, Esg., Junior Secretary to the Govern- 
ement of Bengal, to the Secretary to the Government of 

India, Home Department,—(No. 293T., dated Bhaugul- 

pore, the 19th August 1863.) 

Sir,—In June 862 the Lieutenant-Governor 
having heard from the Commissioner of the Dacca 
Division that the English School at Cachar, long 
supported by public subscription, was about to be 
closed for want of Government support, called on 
the Director of Public Instruction for a Report 
on the subject. 

2. The Director, in a Report dated the 2nd 
August 1862, recommended a monthly grant of 
Rupees 150 for the establishment of a second 
class Zillah School at Cachar, and an immediate 
grant of Rupees 1,000 for building a School- 
house. The former School had ceased to exist for 
want of support, and there was no hope of 
reviving it. 

8. This recommendation was submitted to the

ment of Zillah Schools, one at Deogurh, the

10. Lord Stanley, writing generally of Govern- 
ment English und Anglo-Vernaeular Schools in 
India, obeerved that they were in a satisfactory 
state and not unpopular with the Natives, His 
Lordgiip then adverted to the Despatch of 1854, 
in which it wag propured to have a graduated 
system of these Schools throughout India by the 
establishment of a limited number of Government, 
Schools of different grades or preferentially by 
the encouragement of Schools on the Grant-in-nid 
plan, it being hoped that' private Schools, aided by 
Government, would eventually take the place of 
Government Schools.. And His Lordship saw no 
reason to make any change in the orders. appli- 
cable to this class of Schools. In a subsequent 
part ol the Despatch, speaking of the system of 
Grants-in-aid, the Secretary of State observed 
that the objection to such grants in the case of 
Vernacular Schools did not apply to English and 
Anglo-Vernacular Schools, as the conductors of 
these were generally anxious to obtain grants, 
and conseqhently the Government was not placed 
in the unbecoming: position of unsuccessful appli- 
cants for pecuniary contribution towards a public 
object: and ghat, on the other hand, the small 
number of scholars in the Government Schools 
shewed what ample seope there was for every 
agency that could he employed in education, and 
how expedient it was to foster all such agency as 
was likely to be earnest and efficient. In support 
of this argument the advantage of promoting a 
xpirit of self-reliance in opposition to the habit of 
depending on the Government and its Officers 
was insisted on, and it was added that, if Go- 
verninertfrovided the means of a simple elemen- 
tary education, those who require more might be 
left, as a general rule, to procure it with or without 
the help of Government. 

LL. The intention of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, as expressed in these paragraphs, His Honor 
takes to be this:—That a limited number of 
Government English and  Anglo-Vernaculur 
Schools should be established throughout India. 

That preferentially, and preferentially only, 
Schools on the Grantein-aid plan should be en- 
couraged. 

That this preference should only be given when 
the conductors of existing or proposed Schools 
wish to obtain grants, and that Government 
should not he placed in the unbeeoming position 
of inaneosielil applicants for money in support of 

+a puilic object. 

‘That, Lesides the agency of Government Schools 
not in supersession of it, all other possible educa. 
tion agency ehould be encouraged and fostered. 

12. But in the Resolution of the 11th June 
i+ is directed that no fresh English or Anglo- 
Vernacular School shall be founded in the Lower 
Provinces unless supported in part by local sab- 
scriptions in conformity with the requirements ‘of 
the Grant-in-aid Rules.

14, There are only two parties who benefit by 
the establishment: of a School, the Government 
as having the permanent interest of the country at 
heart, and the boys who are educated there. Dis- 
interested benevolence cannpt be looked for in the 
present etate of Native feeling, and among the 
rich there are very few who care whether their 
sons are educated or not. Parents are willing to 
pay asmall monthly sum for the schooling of their 
sons, but none, even of those who can afford it, will 
voluntarily bind themselves to subscribe more than 
this for the suke of educating their own children, 
much less the children of other people. 

15. Whenever Grants-in-aid are applied for 
towards the establishment of an English School, 
or towards the support of one already existing, 
they are liberally given. The Government and 
its Officers have even been led in some cases to 
place themselves in the unbecoming position of 
unsuecessful applicants for’ money in order to 
induce people to set up a School on the only prin- 
eiple on which the orders of the Government of 
India admit of its being established. but still 
there are several Districts, and those the most 
remote and least civilized, where there is still no 
English School, and where there is no prospect of 
establishing one unless the Rule be relaxed. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is frequently asked why, 
when the Government has established English 
School: in the more rich and populous Districts, 
it should deny then to those which are poorer 
and less able to help themselves, To this qnes- 
tion His Honor knows of no satisfactory answer, 

16. His Honor has no hesitation in saying, 
though he believes that there are many who hold 
a different opinion, that it ix to the English 
Colleges and Schvols, and especially to those whiel 
have been established by Government (with the 
single exveption of Dr. Duff’s School in Cale 
cutta), that Bengal owes her present advanced 
position in point of education, and that one Eng- 
lish School in a District do:s infinitely more to 
enlighten the inhabitants and create in them a 
thirst for knowledge and seli-improvement than 
filty elementary Vernacular Schools scattered over 
the country. His Honor does not deny the use 
of these; but he maintains that the enlightenment 
of the people at large is far more surely promoted 
by the creation of an educated intellectual clasa 
through the means of English Schools and Colleges 
working up to the University Stundard than by 
imparting direct elementary instruction to the 
lower classes, Government owes something to. 
the present generation ; but, looking to the future, 
the importanee of an English education, and the 
weight of obligation on the Government to impart 
it as widely as possible, can scarcely be overrated. 

17. Now His Honor cannot suppose that the 
limit placed by tho Serretary of State on the 
number of English Schools to be established 
throughout Bengal would be exceeded if one such, 

«School be established in every Zillah. By all 
means when on opportunity occurs of having.an 
English School established by private individuala:

4. It will be remembered that ip the Despatch 
of 1854 the late Court of Directors looked for- 
ward to the time “when many of the existing 
| Government Institutions, especially those of the 
| higher order, may safely be closed or transferred 
| to the management of Itcal bodies under the 

control of, and aided by, the State.” In the 
Bengal Education Report of 1856-67 the attain- 
ment of this object was apparently thought to be 
not far distant, as appears from the following 
quotation : 

“Where, in consequence of the increasing 
' demand for English education, we find, as we 
sometimes do, a difficulty” in preventing 
the Government School from being overcrowd- 
ed, the fee levied is gradually raised, and induce- 
ment and opportunity are thus afford®d for the 
lestablishinent in the neighbourgood of one or 
“more private Schools ander. the Grant-in-aid 
system, which Schools may in time be enabled 
to supplant the Government School.”

2, Following the order indicated in your 
letter in question, L would beg to submit, in the 
first place, my remarks on the School Books that 
are now extant in Bengalee, and must therefore 
beg leave to premise -that Vernacular Schools, as 
now existing, dre divisible into two classes, name- 
ly, those which have béen called into existence 
by the Government Grant-in-aid system, and, 
seondly, these which have all along existed in the 
country under the designation of Patshallas. 
Among the many points of distinction which exist 
between these two kindg of Schools I would mention 
two as directly bearing upon the present question 
of School Books. The Grant-ineaid Schools which 
have been under the supervision of Educational 
Officers from their first commencement have been 
formed strictly on the model of English Schools, 
and are chiefly attended by the children of @ class 
who invariably entertain the desire and mostly 
posses the means of supplementing the first 
rudimentary: course of Vernacular instruction by 
@ further and more advanced course of education 
in Engiwh. ‘The Patshalluy, ou the other hand, 
which nave had their system perfectly adapted to 
the state of things existing before the art of 
printing was known, have but little in common 
with English Schools, and are attended in a larger 
proportion by children of those poorer orders of 
the people who send them to School merely because 
it is the custom to do 50. 


3. From the above view of the nature and 
actual position of the two kinds of Schools it 
will be easy to arrive at a correct idea of the 
requirements of each, and then to judge as well 
of the necessity of adopting measures to supply 
their wants as of the expediency of the proposed 
measures themselves. "irst, it is to be observed 
that in the Grant-in-aid Schools both the Educa- 
tional Officers as well as the guardians of the 
upils will see the advantage of using such Books 
qn the Vernacular ae would appear to them likely 
to prove of service to the pupil nt a subsequcut 
stage of his progress, (#. ¢.,) when transferred to 
an English School. ‘Translations and adaptations 
from English School Books therefore, which the 
pupil, it is supposed, will have to go through in 
original eooner or later, will naturally be looked 
Upon favorably in the Grant-in-aid Vernacular 
Schools and be most in demand. This conclu- 
sion is borne unt strongly by facts as will be 
made apparent from the List of Books. in uso in 
the Grant-in-aid aud superior Vernacular Schools 
which is subjoined in. Appendix A. Ido not 
believe that this List of SchoolyBooks is full 
and exhaustive, especially as it is framed from the 
Returns and Catalogues of the year 1861-62, and 
the total number of School Books, as given: in’ 
the second Column of the List, has, in all likeli. 
hood, been considerably increased during ti 
interval that has elapsed.

4. With reference to the other clase of Schools, 
namely, the Patshalles, it is perhaps scarcely 
necessary to remark, after. what has been said in 
regard to them, that, so far ag their actual present 
requirements are concerned, those requirements 
seem to beall fully met by the arrangements 
heretofore in force in those Institutions. Reading, 
Writing, and Arithmetic are in a manner taught 
in these Schools without the use of printed Booke, 
and I believe that, until the movement new com- 
inenced for ther improvement should have made 
some considerable progress, no want of Books will 
be felt’ with syfficieut urgency to call out the 
enterprise of private authorship to meet it, There 
is no immediate demand to necessitate a enpply ; 
but a demand in future may be foreseen by the 
Department of Publie Instruction which has 
already initiated measures for creating it. As. 
that, demand must be weak in the beginning, 
and require to be kept up until it ean ensure a 
supply from other sources, the present seems to 
me to be the time in which Departmental action 
will find ite proper scope, I need not perhaps 
proceed into detail at present, and therefore cone 
tent myself with the observation that, with the 
exveption of a very few now in use in the Grant-ine 
aid Schools, Books must be composed or compiled 
anew to be every way adapted for the use of the 
Patshallas, I need scarcely add that they mast be 
also considerably more cheap, A description of 
such Books as I deem will come into very early 
demand in the Patshallas is given in the third 
Column of Appendix B., which also explains, in 
its several other columns, the stages of the Pat- 
shalla pupils progress at which they might be 
severally introduced, together with the size which 
they ought to have, and the price per ®opy at 
which they might be sold without loss, 


5. I now proceed to give some account of the 
Books now extant in Bengalee for purposes of 
general reading. I would beg to observe at the 
outset that Books of this class which have been 
composed of lute are neither few nor, generally 
speaking, very high-priced. This wil] be seen from 
the abstract of theif number, character, and average 
price given in Appendix C. I have to observe, 
however, that, gencrally speaking, these Books 
have failed to secure readers among those classes 
for whose special benefit cheap Books are intended. 
This is attributable to various causes, to all ef 
which it is not necessary to allude at present. 
Sultice it to remark that the revival of Bengalee* 
literature which has taken place of late years has 
as yet passed only through the incipient’ stages 
of close and free translations, and that tranelations 
from a foreign language, however. well executed, 
can seldom come home to the popular mind, I 
would also remark that important mistakes seem 
to have been made in either not.understanding 
the bent, of the popular taste in this. oan 
or from’ an.over-anxiety to bring about a 
fea Se that jeste ab once. At any 
existing popular literature of the: cor ‘which 
ought to have been eae 
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admiring audience. Most of these Books 
contain passages which need be expunged on 
account of their obscenity; but with a few 
exceptions their moral tone is high, and they 
are recommended to the people by every familiar 
and religious assuciation of their minds. I have 
given a List of these Sooke in Appendix D, It 
will be seen that most of these Books are founded 
on Pooranic legends, und that they are written in 
verse, 


6. From the preceding statements it would 
seem that, while the eupply of School Books in 
Bongalee of a higher order is keeping pace with 
the demand already existing for them, provision 
need be made beforehand for a supply of cheap 
Books whieh must be ere long required for a 
lower order of Schools, It appears also that old 
Bengalee Books which are most popular with the 
lower orders of the Native commanity need be 
carofully revised, while in the composition of new 
‘Works intended to serve popular use the bent 
of the popular mind must be consulted, especially 
in the choice of subjects. 

7. The Work, as summarised above, seoms to 
be of considerable importance, and closely cont 
nected with every movement that is being made 
for the improvement of popalar education. It is 
for yourself to judge if it is capable of engaging 
the earnest and undivided attention of some 
Officer like a Curator of Books, who will not only 
have to report upon every new and old Bengalee 





Book that may come out of the Press, but who 
should also have the means at his disposal of 
offering inducements for the preparation of such 
new Books as might be wanted, and, what seems 
to be as important, for the correction and revision 
of old Works, reprints of which are issued so fast 
from the various Printing Establishments. To 
ensure cheapness of price and speedy diffusion of 
Books something may be done. I believe by 
holding forth to publishers in general money- 
rewards on a graduated scale for selling at certain 
fixed prices the Books that may bg selected; and 
the Officers of the Edueation Department in the 
Mofussil, Deputy Inspeetors, Masters, and Pandite 
may, I believe, lend their aid as Book-selling 
Agents if a small porcentage on the amount of 
their sales be allowed to them, and if they can 
feel any assurance that the Books which’ they 
offer for sale will find ready purchasers among 
the people. 


The gradual progress of education among the 
people and the advent of a class of original writers 
in Bengalee, which it is expected willebe brought 
about in time, must perfect thg work now con- 
templated ; but meanwhile some good, with the 
prevention of much evil, may be effected by adopt- 
ing, simultaneously with those already set on foot 
for wakening the intellectual appetite of the 
people, auch measures as would ensure #supply in 
time of, so to say, wholesome food for that 
awakened appetite.

5. Amongst cattle it is highly infectious and 
contagious, but I have not heard of its being 
either between cattle and human beings. 


6, Tam unaware of the exact measures alluded. 
to by Captain Nelson us carried out by the Home 
Government during the ravages of the late ygurrain 
amongst sheep in England. It is clear that, all 
such measures as he describes could not be’ carried 
out without legal enactment, and even then mizht 
not be sufe in this country. 


7. If, however, inoculation were to prove of 
any use as a preventive the advantages attending 
it would be inealeulable, and the experiment should 


| at least be tried. 


8. The serviees of the Government Vaceinators 
might be made useful in this way, and perhaps 
the people may be more willing to subject their 
cattle, than their own persons, to the operation.

Wirmw the last three months cattle disease 
has carried off many hundred head of cattle. 
In this country however severely a murrain 
may shew itself nothing is done; the people do 
nothing, and the Government does nothing. Two 
yéars ago. when the flocks of Wilts and Dorsetshire 
were attacked with small-pox, Government 
appointed Commission : stringent messtires rere 
taken to prevent the disease spreading. No sheep 
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could be removed from thé infected District ; the 
tainted were killed and burned, and the rest inocn+ 
lated. The disease disappeared, I humbly sub- 
mit that something ought to be done here. The 
disease in question, which is now reducing the 
herds by 4a//, shews iteelf first in a refusal of food, 
the ears droop, the eyes run water, purging com- 
mences, which in a few days becomes a bloody flux, 
and the whole body is covered with large pustules ; 
the animal generally dies between the fifth and 
tenth days, when with a piece of cloth you may 
sweep the body completely free of hair cuticle ; it 
comes off as if it had been scalded. 

2. should propose inoculation as an experi- 
ment, Hitherto there has been kept up an extensive 
Government cattle breeding farmin Mysore. Might 
not the people attached to that Establishment and 
to the gun bullocks know something more of these 
cattle diseases than the poor Carpoo owner of a 
few pairs? Might not an intelligent Farrier or 
two be spared for a wnonth to inoculate as I have 
proposed ? 

$. H4ving brought this matter thus promi- 
nently to your «notice, I am sure you will see the 
importance of taking steps to check a disease 
which is the main cause, I believe, of the price of 
bullocks having risen nearly cent. per cent. in the 
last eight years. 


‘Tue Board resolve to submit the above papers 
to Government, with the request that they may 
be communicated to the Inspector-Gencral, Me- 
dical Department, and ta the Commissary General, 
for the submission of their views on the subject, 
and that, any information on the records of those 
Deparfinents bearing on the question may be 
communicated to the Board. Auy public papers 
connected with the Government measure in Eng- 
land to which Captain Nelson alludes might with 
advantage be obtained from the Secretary of 
State. ‘Lhe Board do not feel that the matter 
is yet ripe for action; but the importance of the 
subject in a country where agriculture holds so im. 
portant a position cannot be questioned. ‘Ube 
Board have drawn the attention of all College 
to the serious diminution in stock which was 
breught to light by the last Quinquennial Returns, 
and bave requested them to inquire into the causes, 
and to report on the remedial measures that they 
would snggest. Drought and disease have wrought | 
great havoc among cattle in the last few years, and 
it may he feared that in some localities the pro- 
gress of agricultural operations may be actually 
impeded to a severe extent if means cannot be de- 
vised for checking the destruction. The connection 
between epidemic diseases in man and Least is de- 
serving of careful coneideration, and the Board 
submit for the consideration of Government whe- 
ther the attention of the Medical Department 
throughout the Presideney might not be advan- 
tageously called to the general subject of cattle 
disease. In conjunction with the Revenue and’ 
Commissariat Officers they might institute them- 
selves Local Committees to collect and digest facts, 
and to consider and propose remedies, when some 
good can scareely fail to result from their inquiries,

I ave the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter No. 5331, dated 2Uth November 
last, forwarding copy of u Despatch from the 
Secretary to the Government of Fort St. George, 
relating to the cattle murrain which 1s at present 
raging in Madras, regarding any similar disease 
to which information is asked for. 

2. In reply T beg to say that, from the replies 
1 have received from District Officers, it appears 
that a cattle pestilence, resembling in its symp- 
toms the disease deseribed by Captain Nelson, has 
at various intervals within the last ten years 
made its appearance in the different Districts of 


this Province, but it docs not seem that measures 


have ever been adopted hy any one to ascertain 
how it could be successfully treated, 

3. I beg to send the following extracts from 
the Reports I have received on the subject :—= 


Lieutenant Sconce says :—“ A cattle murrain, 
apparently similar to that mentioned in the cor. 
respondence accompanying your Memorandum 
No. 123, dated 5th instant, has been known in 
this District durmg the past eight years in the 
months of Apriland May, and in September and 
October, but no steps have ever been taken to 
check it. The treatment of the disessé is not 
understood, and therefore it is neglected.” 

Lieutenant Andrew, Deputy Commissioner ‘of 
Durrung, observes :—“In 1861 the eam disease 
visited the District, but was less destructive than 
in 1862, and it is deserving of remark thatthe 
tracts visited in 1860 were those in which the 
disease made least havoc in its next visit; this 
and the fact tolerably well lenown to the Notives 
of one attack conferring immunity from a ‘second 
renders it highly probably that the disease is, if 
net small-pox itself, at'all events closely: iilied to’ 
it.” ue 


Lieutenant Campbell, Deputy Comniissionar | 
Nowgong, states;— "On relartiog to ihe wont 
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of this Office I find that in the year 1853, from 
Jani to June, no less than 21,625 head of 
cattle died. During the above period cholera was 
raging to a great extent and carried off 9,060 
persons, consequently the Natives who I have 
asked about it say it was the same discase that 
carried off the cattle. Tho symptoms appear to 
have been a. swelling of the tongue which pro- 
troded from the mouth, great purging, and the 
animal was generally dead in two days. I cannot 
discover that there was any resemblance to smull- 
pox as appears to be the case in Madras.” 

Lieutenant Gregory says :— “There has been 
no epidemic amongst cattle in this District since 
the year 1856 when the mortality was very great. 
The symptoms appear to have been the same as 
those deseribed by Captain Nelson with the addi- 
tional of violent thirst, and that the period 
between the animal being attacked and its death 
was not ao long as described by him, in some 
eases death ensuing in a few hours, and few 
survived the third day. 

“Various remedies were tried, but none were 
efficacious. 

“Domestic animals alone were not attacked, 
as deer and other wild animals were found dead 
in the jungle with the same symptoms.” 


From W. Goxvoy Youna, Esq., Commissoner of Chitta- 
gong, to the Officiating Secretary to the Government 
of Bengal,—(No. 11, dated the 20th January 1864.) 


In reply to your letter No, 5331, dated the 
20th November last, with enclosure, I have the 
honor to give the following information on the 
subject of cattle murrain in this Division 

2 In Chittagong, where cattle are not numer 
ous, no such murrain has apparently ever oceurred. 
In Noakally about the months of September and | 
October a disease in some respects similar in| 
symptoms to the cattle murrain frequently appears, 
and in Tipperah it has been for many years past 
very destructive among the cattle. 

3. It is mostly local and is not highly in- 
fectious. ‘The symptoms are geucrally similar to 
those described in the enclosure of the letter under 
roply. No treatment is held to be of avail when a 
Dloody flux supervenes In some paris great care 
in housing the animal and attention to diet are 
frequently efficacious ; plantains and rice are 
sometimes given with good results, and warm 
water applied externally and given internally is 
said to i sometimes effective. Inoculation has 
never been practised in any of the Districts of this 
Division. 

4, It is known by the name of “ Burra, Pera’”’ 
in some places, and in others “Boshonto.” The 
cases in which the cattle recover from this disease 
axe rare, . 

5. I should be glad to be informed of any 
remedial measures which may bo devised in 
consequence of the enquiries now being made by 
Government on the subject.

2. All the Districts of this Division have 
suffered more or less from this disease. 


8. Beerbhoom.--In Beerbhoom it was very 
prevalent during the Sonthal insurrection, and 
even now it exists in some villages in the Nuggur, 
Shacooleepore, and Mouressur Pergunnahs. Ht is 
generally considered by the Natives of this Dis- 
trict to be incurable, and no inoculation or other 
preventive measures are adopted except the separa- 
tion of the sick animals from the rest of the herd. 
Physic is administered in its chroniesstate, but it 
seldom or never has the degired effect. 

4. Mr, Erskine, # resident at Beerbhoom with 
whom the Magistrate was in communication on 
the subject, reported that the disease has periodi- 
cally appeared, and that he bas never heard of any 
success{ul remedy. He, however, mentioned that 
in the early stave of the disease, and before purg- 
ing has commenced, “moya” fish, generally 
known by the name “ mourilla,” is sometimes 
given in a raw state; and that when the scourge 
appears it is customary to give this fish to all the 
cattle in the village as an antidote. What the 
peculiar properties of this fish may be (which is 
also used as a medicine in cases of sickness 
amongst human beings) is a point wosthy of en- 
quiry by those who are capable of analyzing it. 

5. Mr. Jenkins has also learnt from onal 
conversation from a few Natives that rice” grown 
at Juggernath is given to the infected cattle, and 
that in some places the dried tongues of tigers 
or leopards are also administered. 


6. Baxcoorak.—The Magistrate reports that 
about four years since the disease was somewhat 
virulent in the Baneoorah District, but, is now 
comparatively rare. ° 

7. tis customary with the people of this 
District likewise to remove the cattle from the 
rest of the herd as soon as it is infected, and to 
give “mourilla” fish to all other cattle with a 
view to prevent infection. 

“8. Besides this a decoction, composed of the

9. Burdwan.—In Burdwan the dicease is re- 
ported to have been known for the last twenty 
or thirty years. In severe cases, it is suid, death 
ensues in about six days. 

10. Both in 1863 and the previous year the 
cattle of this District suffered eonsiderably from 
this malady. It is believed to be infectious as 
well as contagious, and no cure for it, the Magis- 
trate reports, is known to the Natives, When 
it appears amougst a herd the Natives make no 
uttempt to prevent ite disseminating by sepurating 
the cattle attacked, and consequently the disease 
spreads rapidly. 

11, Mr. Sawers of Culna, a gentleman who 
has given much attention to cattle, has informed 
the Magistrate that about two months since the 
disease nppeared in a herd of forty-six of his 
buffaloes, two were attacked and immediately 
separated, whilst the remainder were removed 
to another Ideslity, and only one. other case 
occurred. This goes to prove. that the disenge, 
although infections and contaginus, can be Bhecked 
by adopting prudent measures, 
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12, ‘The Natives of this place sre in the habit 
of soaking plantains in ghee and rubbing it on 
the tongue of the diseased cattle, as aléo feeding 
them with warm “ conjee” water. This treat- 
ment, together with application of external 
fomentation, has been found to be beneficial. 

13, ‘There is another cattle disease prevalent 
in Burdwan by name of “ pucbeema,” which is 
more fatal than the one under notice. The 
immediate symptoms are loss of appetite, swelling 
of the glandseot the throat, difficulty in breathing, 
enlargement of the héad, and occasionally of the 
stomach also, The progress of the disease is very 
rapid, and death generally ensues in about forty- 
eight hours. 7 : 

14, Alidnapore.—In Midnapore the disease is 
reported to be a very common one, and Mr, Terry, 
the Manager of Messrs, Watson and Company, 
who appears fo have had much insight into the 
subject, is of opinion that inoculation, a proper 
supply of green food, if procurable, and due atten- 
tion to cleanliness, are the only romedial measures 
that could be adopted with any sucess. Mr, 
Yerry’s original Report is herewith submitted for 
reader reference. 

15. Hooghly.—The Magistrates of Hooghly 
and Howrah having had no experience of the 
disease have not been able to furnish any informa- 
tion on the subject, but the latter Officer has 
submitted (he accompanying original letter from 
Mr. J, Stalkurtt of Ghoosery, a gentleman known 
to have had much experience as an owner and 
breeder of cattle. 

16. It hes, however, been ascertained from 
enquiries instituted, and it is admitted by one and 
all, fiat both in its symptoms and fatal cons 
quences the disease is somewhat similar to sinall- 
pox, and, as it is accompanied by a total loss of 
appetite and swelling of the glands of the throat, 
the chief difficulty is to sustain life by compelling 
the animal to ke of nourishment. 

17. The treatment, it would appear, is not the 
same everywhere, and what is more to be regretied 
is that it has been find on experience to be gene- 
rally unsuccessful. 

TS. Medical ekill and supervision of the pro- 
foesioual cow leech appear to me to be indispensa- 
Diy necessary for checking the progress of this 
fain] disease, and I would suggest, as proposed by 
Mr. Stalkartt, that a reference on the subject be 
made to the Veterinary Surgeons of Caloutta, and 
to Messrs. Tlunter and Company specially, through 
whose trentment, it is reported, a large number of 
cattle belonging to Mr. Cowie of Scebpore, in 
Howrah, were saved Jast year.

Neleon is a very common one in this District ; it is 
called bussunt er ghooty. 1 have myself lost three 
hundred head of cattle in a season; it is precisely 
as Captain Nelson states. There is also. another 
bad complaint called homsa: this isa soreness in 
the mouth and latterly in the foot. With care 
this yields to treatment. I strongly recommend 
inoculation, and would willingly try it if. Govern- 
ment would order the “Goyerument’ Vaccinator to 
assist, From long experience 1 find diseases among 
eattle Begins when green food is scarce, If green 
food was avuilable at the commencement of the

attack the animal’ would derive much benefit. 

Cleanliness is never thought about. I have 

invariably seen the greatest neglect shewn to all 

sick cattle, and this is the chief cause of so many 
dying. If proper food was given not a fourth 
would die that do.

1 nmyk this a very important subject and well 
deserving the utmost attention’ of Government. 
This or other murrain breake out every three or 
four years and denudes the District of cattle. Ite 
depressing influence upon both European and Na- 
tive cultivators is excessive : large cattle tor plough 
and draught are preferred, but in purehasing cattle 
an eye is always had towards the chance of this 
disease, and ineariably Jeads to the purchasing of 
the cheapest cattle, so that if murrain breaks out 
the loss is not much felt; of course the tonde are 
dud crops result, 8e., Fe. A disewge 
of this kind, violent purging, (said to be small. 
pox,) has broken out several times in the last few 
years, the cattle rarely living beyond the second 
day ; the skin ig not altered, but the purging ox- 
cessive, so as to carry away the inner coats of the 
stomach, We have’ invariably attributed this to 
the machinations of the Chamars, and so have lost 
butone animal at a time. In my homestead I 
lost one cow three years and another two years ago 5 
my brother a fine cow last year, and a bull the 
year before; but by not permitting the Chamars to 
have the skin by burying it in the compound no 
other animal of that year was affected. The 
Native Goalahs all attributed it to the Chamars, 

Mr. Cowie, of Seebpore, lost last year three.quar- 
ters of his very fine breed of cows: the remainder 
were saved. by Mossis. Hunter and Company, to 
whom I mast refer for the description of the disease, 
also the remedics employed, The fine Native 
breed at Sulkea was completely lost or destroyed 
last year.

There it had the true form 
of small-pox (gooty), and the ravages it made were 
vory great; it is beld m great dread, and prevents 
the Planter from buying the cattle most suitable 
for his work, Ido not think the Government 
could confera greater benefit- in large upon the 
public than in passing Regulations, the same ag in 
Eugland, for confining it to the town or: hamlet 
in which it has broken out. 1 have known it to” 
be tried in this country with success: If inocula- 
tion will prevent it, it ehould at once be carried, 
and all diseased cattle killed and buried.

the character of murrain, and enquiry does not 
shew it to be of a very infectious nature. 

3. Towards Teghra the cattle disease is called 
“hurna,” and the medicine applied is the fol- 
lowing :— ° 

« Twelve chittacks of the bark of the gumbhar 
tree, and five or six twigs of the white okmun are 
pounded together and boiled in four seers of water 
till the mixture becomes thick. This is given two 
or three times a day. For application to the sores 
some of the ‘gundh persbar lutte’ is boiled in 
five or six ecers of water; the mixture is applied 
warm.” 

“ In Sheikpoorah the disease is called dhoorka ; 
cautery is applied fo the sores on the body of the 
affected animal, and then to heal the burns ver- 
million powder (sindoor) and mustard oil are 
applied. A mixture of pepper, kutcha ole, and 
mustard seed oil are administered to the animal 
internally.” 

“Inthe south of the District a mixture of onion, 
chillies, turmeric, und musk is given.” 

4. In come part of the District the disease ise 
called small-pox, and in others chechuck. All the 
above remedies do not appear to have much effect. 

5. In the District of Purneah the disease is 
called azia, and the remedy applied isa plaster 
made of the aches of the common agia grass and 
mustard seed oil. The agia is said to be the com- 
mon Jemon grass {andropoyon schnanthus). The 
disease mainly attacks the cattle which are driven 
at certain seasons to graze in the jungles of Nepal. 
Phe chief symptom is the posting off of the skin 
when touched, especially about the ramp and tail. 

A similar disease breaks out among the 
cattle in the Sonthal Pergunnahs. The Sonthals 
drive the infected animals into the jungle, give 
them cooling medicines, and keep them apart from 
the other cattle. The Bengalees keep the animals 
without water for three days, and offer up poojahs 
fot the recovery of their sickness.

8. The Civil Surgeon of Maldah gives an 


interesting report on this subject, which I trans- 
ctibe in the following paragraph :— 

4, “ Murrain has visited this District, more or 
Jess severe periodically, commencing in the month 
of August, ‘ Bhadro,” and extending up to tho 
end of Aptil, fluctuating in its severity and carry 
jing off agreat many cattle. “The disease is very 
infectious, and may be kept up if the clothing, 
feeding troughs, and feeding places are not well 
cleansed or destroyed: fresh cattle going over the re- 
oent'y used pasturage grounds soon become affected. 

«The disease manifests itself in the refusal of 
food, fever, urgent thirst, slight asthmatic cough, 
“the ears and head droops, violent purging comes on, 
pustules break out on the lips, iaside of themouth, 
and.alt down the throat, in some the whole body 
is: covered, the tongue is much swollen, covered 
with shexp points, and the animal rapidly sinks. 


Most of those that have the pustules well marked 
externally are said to have a better chance of 
recovery. The treatment chiefly consists in separat- 
ing the discased cattle at once and putting them 
on the free use of plaintain tree stocks chopped 
very fine and email; tho heart of the tree is con- 
sidered the best, also bamboo leaves partially 
seorched. The pulp of the diospyros embryopteris 
| is lucked upon as an effectual remedy, probably 
from its containing a very large quantity of tonic 
acid. Water is on no account given, there being 
suflicient juice in the pltintain socks to allay 
thirst, but those who can afford it give butter- 
milk and dhye and water, 

«he Natives attribute the canse to severe and 
sudden transition of weather. But from my own 
observations the disease comes round regularly, 
| and prevails most when cattle are fed upon grass 
from lands that have beon submerged, and when 
freely fed in the month of August, Bfudro, upon 
fresh cut paddy straw universally given by the 
Ryots without the admixture of any ot-er sort of! 
grain, and without a moment’s thougpt of the 
great damage they are doing, producing most 
‘likely the incipient’ stage of the Yisease which ra- 
| pidly spreads and afterwards is found so obstinate 
to control. Nearly all Gowallas are*aware that 
cows fed on fresh eut paddy straw, “powalla” 
| reduces the milk 50 per cent., almost imnaediately 
making it thick and ropy. ’ 
is a well known fact that the Natives of 
Bengal will not themselves use new Bhadro chowl 
if they can possibly avoid it. from its producing on 
man olstinute aphtha, derangement of the diges- 
tive function and alimentary canal, and when thus 
affected use dhye and butter-milk freely. . 
| “The use of new rice in Jails has been strictly 
| prohibited as being highly prejudiced to health of 
the prisoners, and is therefore worthy of further 
investigation as being probably the cause of so 
much mortality among the cattle throughout the 
Lower Provinces of Bengal.” 

5. The Magistrate of Moorshedabad reports 
that a disease resembling small-pox is prevalent in 
his District ; he adds:— 

«That from enquiries made both from Gowallas 
and European residents in the interior I find that 
no remedies are adopted either for prevention or 
cure; when cattle are attacked the owner will 
sometimes give plaintuin leaves as a cooling food, 
but this is ndmitted hy themslves to |e perfectly 
valueless, and sometimes Toolsee, the sacred 
balsam, is administered as a charm; I need 
hardly add with equal want of success. 

“The number of cattle which die annually from 
this disease is very great.” 

6. The Magistrate of Rangpore states that :— 

“That a number of cattle die in Rungpore 
every year from disease. From what I sau learn 
it appears that this disease is a kind of small-pox 
followed up by diarrhea lasting from two to six 
8, when death ensues. The Natives apparently 
“know of no remeriy, and attempt none.” 

1 have also received a report of a similar nature 
from the Magistrate of Dinagepore. 

7. The Magistrate of Rajshahye reports that 
small-pox was epidemic among the cattle of his 
District eight years ago, but he does not speak of 
it as now prevalent. 

8. Mr. James Cockburn, Manager of exten- 
sive Estates in the Rajshahye District, has sent me 
a table of diseases to which cattle are subject. in 
this part of Bengal. The information which it

2, Lealled on the several District Officers for 
reports with the following result :— 

8. Shahabsd and Tirhoot.—The Collectors of 
Shahabad and Tirhoot state that no disease of the 
kind has come to their notice. 

4. Chumparun —Erom the Collector of Chum. 
paron Thave had no reply as yet) but the Civil 
Assistant Sargeon of the District, Dr. Coates, has 
informed me as follows :— 

“JT saw.a public letter about the cattle murrain 
‘some weeks azo oddly enough. I had made en- 
quities about it two years ago in hopes of duing 
good, but was stopped by the caste objections. 

“Jf any Hindoo allowed his calves to be inocu- 
lated, and they or any one of them died, the un- 
fortunate owner would immediately be outeasted 
for cow-murder, and for this most horrible of 
crimes in the estimation of Natives he would have 
to appease the gods and the Brahmins by an 
immense outlay in feasting the priests ‘and in 
buying back his caste ; no one will risk this. It 
might be introduced hy Planters and by enlighten 
ed Rajahs, but not among the people. If Govern 
ment would only bay the serviees of the 
Native Pachnewallahs of the respective Districts 
instead of our  Vaccinators, vaccination would 
flourish instead of be the languid unsuccessful 
thine: it is. 

«The symptoms of the murrain are, first, thirst 5 
the cow rushes to the water and stays there drink- 
ing and keeping herself’ cool, 

« Second, fever ; this lasts for eight or ten days, 
until, édérd, the popules, which begin on the face 
and then spread all over the body, have turned 
into pustules, 

“These often run together, and worms form in 
them, rendering the sight a most disgusting one, 
and the suffering greut. 

“The month, palate, and alimentary canal 
algo are attacked with these pustules, a dangerous 
complication, fur those so suffering almost ulways 
die. 

“ Gati prevails in the rains, but may remain the 

_whole year in a herd. 

“Tt is contagious among cattle, cows, buffaloes, 
sheep, goats, and even horses have if, but is never 
transferred from cattle to man; two-thirds of 
those attacked, as a rule, die. 

“Those who survive are not again attacked. 
The Native treatment consists in kodo-ki-ganje 
for the mouth sores, and powdered holdi for the 
skin. Tho sufferers are-kept sianding in amoke, 
and offerinye and poojabs ate made and done to Debi. 

“ Note.—Whenever ‘thurtsin has appeared in 
cattle it has always done go in Airds, 

“Tt originates here in herds; the petty Ryot’s 
couple bulloks do not sulfér except by contazion. 

<The best and most useful plam ie that of pre-

Iv reply to your letter No, 113 of 1863-64, 
containing enquiry as to the prevalence or other- 
wise in this District of the cattle murrain which 
has been go fatal in Madras Presidency, I have 
the honor to state that no such disease prevails 
here, or has ever been known, 

2. There has been latterly a more than usual 
mortality among sheep and goats in the District 
from a disease known among the Natives as 
Derooa, the aymptoms being first q ewelling of the 
glands of the neck, debility, and rapid purging. 
Staggers, or an analogous disease, has algo pre- 
vailed, probably due to unhealthy feeding in 
ground more or less marshy, the rainfall during 
the pust year having been so excessive, bueI have 
been unable to get information of any such disease 
as that concerning which enquiry is made. 

3. Should anything of the kind oecur and 
come to my knowledge I will at once report it, 
and also make enquiry into it myself.

rapidly qnd fatally ; and that large herds have in 
consequence been diminished by more than half, 
and their ownefs considerably impoverished. 

3. That the growth of cattle is stunted on 
account of*the disease, and their price increased 
to double. ‘That agriculturalists are reduced to 
great @istrere by the increased valuc of bullucks, 
and are ruined by their death from the disense.

fatal. In like manner, though the cases that 
thave ocearred under my notice have been more 
isporadic in character, and several have proved fatal 
luring my absence, I may confidently state, how- 
ever, that in no case in which the remedy has 
‘been fairly tried by me has it failed in a successful 


5, The precautionary measures to be taken 
against contagion will readily suggest themselves 
to every intelligent owner of cattle according to 
circumstance, position, and locality, and 1 need 
not, therefore, perhaps offer any remarks thereupon 
here, but merely state, as a warning to the in- 
cautious, that one hour’s delay in takin# 
will certainly be attended with the most danger- 
ous results.

4. Dr. Barry’s and Mr. Sawers’ communica- 
tions are annexed in extenso ; the former gentle- 
man’s remarke, I may observe, may be considered 
as very valuable, inasmuch as he was alsoin Assam 
in the year 1453, when a disease amongst cattle 
was raging in that Province; the disease alluded 
to in Volume VIII. of the Society’s Journal, and 
to which reference is made by him as being in his 
opinion quite distinct from the cattle murrain in 
the Madras Presidency. 

5. Mr. Grote, the President of the Society, 
remarks that “ the symptoms described by, Cap- 
tain Nelson are precisely thore of a disease “which 
emrried off four of my cattle in 1862. * The Natives 
called it  ghooty,” and this year I lost four more 
of a similar disease; more than this number were 
taken ill, but I brought them round by repeated 
drenches of suttoo and watter. The disease, ap- 
peared to have its course in some five or six days, 
the animal’s tongue becoming sore and swollen at 
the root it is unable to eat und sinks, Apparently 
the Natives are aware of no remedy ; the Gowallas 
told me they never attempted to give any; they 
allow their patients to take their chance. The 
result of my observations this year was to. expect 
recovery ifthe patient could be supported by fiqaid 
food through the crisis of the disease.” 

« T have shewn the Madras letter to Mr. Floyd 
of the Allipore Farm, and he considers the ghooty 
of Bengal to be different from the epidemic there. 
in described.” 

6, Mr. Beckwith, the Secretary of the Land. 
holders’ and Commercial Association, is of opinion 
that “it is obviously desirable that vaccination 
should be tried, and that an experiment. should be 
made in a District where the murrain is prevalent 
by vaccinating a certain number of healthy cattle, 
and by placing them afterwards in such contact 
with diseased animals as to test the efficacy of the 
remedy. The disease amongst sheep in England 
has prevailed since my return to India, and 1 do 
not know the facts connected with it, but the 
steps which were found efficacious for checking the 
sheep murrain at Home should be adopted here as 
far es circumstances permit.” 

7. Mr. Caleb Ladd, who has. much practical 
experience of cattle, observes to the following 
effoct:—That about two years ago disease wus 

revalent in Caleutta, from the effects of which he 
lost some of bie beat cows. It was much the same 





ag described in Captain Nelson’s letter. Most of 
his cattle died with it. The only mode of treat- 
ment he could think: of was to remove the cattle 
to another house at once and keep them quite 
sepernia from, the diseased animale.

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he unhealthy animals, and burn all the old straw 
and manure about the cow-house, and to burn 
straw in the house and the house as well. He 
then removed the unattacked animals to a new 
house on the other side of his garden and the 
plague was stayed. So he arrived at the conclu. 
sion that this was the best way of meeting the 
disease. ‘The way the disease commenced was 
with q dull appearance and downcast look, ears 
cold, and eyes and nose discharying water very 
freely for the first day; on the second they refused 
all food, and in three or four days they died, 
though two lived for five or s:x days. The animal 
which the Surgeon’attended lived six days, but 
the day befure she died she smelt very offensively, 
co much go that the Surgeon could not approach 
near to her, so he (Mr. Ladd) came to the conelu- 
sion that it was the black murrain such as appear- 
ed in North America at,different times, but not to 
such an extentas in India, uutil the past two years, 
during which period there has been a great morta- 
lity, for which there appears to be no certain cure 
that he has heard of, ‘They adopt the plan above 
recommended, that is, to remove all the stock as 
soon 4s one is attacked, and if the discase should 
follow then semove to another place, burning all 
the refuse of each place. If these precautions were 
strictly adopted in every instance he thinks the 
disease would altogether disappear. 

8, Should any additional information on this 
important subject be submitted to the Council they 
will not fail to communicate it. 


MINUTE sy Dr. J. B. BARRY. 


I wave perused Captain Nelson’s paper on the 
sulject of the disease now prevailing among the 
cattlaat Madras. The symptoms prove clearly 
that the disease is“ ghooty,” a very different 
disease from that discussed in Volume VILIL., 
from pages 270 to 318, by Dr. Long, in his able 
Report on the cattle disease which ravaged Assam 
in 1853. 

The “ ghooty” is highly infections and conta. 
gious, and spreads rapidly through the herd. 
‘There can be no doubt that inoculation (vaccination 
might be tried as an experiment) would, as suy- 
gested by Captain Nelson, be attended with the 
most, beneficial results, particularly if enre were 
taken to confine the infection, to remove the 
healthy, and destroy the carcasses of the dead,. 

In the way of treatment I would suggest the 
use of liquid food, in which was dissolved a couple 
of drachms of borax in each meal, This medicine 
has a most soothing action on the mucous surface, 
and when there is such extensive irritation and 
ulceration of the intestinal canal would, I believe, 
be followed by the best results. Thie article is to 
be found in all the bazars of India, is cheap, and 
within the reach of all classes. 

The “ murrain” that infested Aesam ten. years 
ago was, ag shewn most clearly by Dr. Long, to 
be a blood disease produced by malarious agency. 
It occurred at atime when a severe form of fever 
and epidemic cholera were decimating the. popula. 
tion of the Provinces. 

Having given much attention to the treatment 
of malarious diseases as they occur in. the ‘human 
‘subject, Ihave been. induced of late years to rely 
almost entirely on the use of arsenic. , Cases 
which would not jae quinine, beberine, {in 
horoic doses) quickly gave way to the action” of 

an, 


ardeuin,. 1 asm. in. the habit of adviging,..men 











visiting the Soonderbung and the Eastern Dis- 
tricts to take small doses of arsenic during those 
months when fevers abound, and .[ am’ convinced 
that when my advice has been followed that they 
have escaped. For the type of fevers which now 
ravage Lower Bengal it is particularly suited in 
the incipient form of the disease, as well. as.8 
prophylactic. Wher@ it has been tried it. has 
quite fulfilled my expectations, 

Judging from analogy I would suggest. in 
parts of the country where a murrain allied to thas 
which assailed the cattle of Assam that emall doses 
of arsenic, say from one to three grains, three 
times a day, be administered during the pre- 
valence of the epidemic to all the cattle as a pro. 
phylactio measure. We all know that arsonic is.» 
cheap article procurable in every bazar of India, 
so that the remedy comes within the reach of the 
poorest person. One Rupee worth of the drug 
would sutfice for one hundred cattle, 4, 

T offer these remarks with some difidence, as I 
perceive all the Departments of the State have been 
addressed on the subject. I would, to prevent 
misunderstanding, beg to say that they are 
morely suggestive, and intended to elicit discus. 
sion on a subject which is fraught with the great. 
est interest to the whole of India.

Win reference to your letter of the 1th, and 
the copies of correspondence regarding the existence 
of a murrain among cattle in the Kurnool Dis. 
trict of the Madras Presidency, as reported by 
Captain Nelson, there is no doubt, T'think, that the, 
disease is the “ghooty,” or small-pox.<known! 
with us. The symptoms and progress are exactly 
the same, viz,, two or three days strong fever with 
dullness of the eye and drooping depressure of the 
head followed by purging of an aquareous fluid 
eventuating in blood. On the fourth or fifth day 
the pustules appear on the body, which in mild 
cases may continue to fifteen days, but in severe 
and fatal cases the progress of the disease is 
much more rapid and death takes place in five to 
eight days, 

2. The disease has not: been known in this 
District over twenty-five to thirty years, and by 
the Natives here is believed or supposed to have. 
been imported from the North-West by.the bul-’ 
locks of the cartmen who, previous to the opaning 
of the Railway, carried on. an extenaive. cacryin, 
trade between Caleutta and Allahabad, Now te 
disease is @ resident and established epidemio of 
the District varying in its intensity according 
to different years, but what peculiar’ feature in tha 
climate of the year tends to aggravate the disease 
Leannot yet say.

I am desired by the President of the Sanitary 
Commission for Bengal to submit his Minuto of 
this date on the sanitary state of Calcutta for such 
notice as the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal may consider necessary. 


Minure on che Sanilary Condition of Caleutla, by 
the Prosident of the Sanitary Commission for 
Bengal. . 

In the instructions issued on the 29th ultimo 
by the Government of India for the guidance 
of the Sanitary Commission special attention has 
been called to the sanitary state of the City of 
Calentta. 

This is amatter to which I had given much 
cgnsideration long before I was appointed.to my 
presant office, and it is: one: in which immediate 
action. on the part.of the Commission’is required.

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of Calcutta, This is true, not merely of the 
inferior portions of the Town, or of the bye-ways 
and places inhabited by the poorer classes, but it 
is true of the principal thoroughfares and of tho 
quarters filled with the bouses of the richest and 
most influential portion of the Native community. 
If a plain unvarnished-deseription of the'strecte 
of the Northern Division of Caleutta, bordered 
by their horrible open drains, in which almost 
all the filth of the City stagnates and putrities, 
were given to the people of ngland, 1 believe 
that they would consider the account altogether 
incredible. 

3. The condition of the river upon the banks 
of whieh Calentta stands is as abominable as that 
of the City itself. I need only megtion one 
fact regarding it. More than five thousand 
human corpses have been every year thrown 
from Caleutta into the river which supplies the 
greater part of the inhabitants with water for all 
domestic purposes, and which for several miles is 
covered with shipping os thickly ae almost any 
river in the world. Fifteen hundred corpses 
have actually been thrown into the river in one 
year from the Government Hospitals alone. That 
such things should be true seems really to be 
hardly credible. 

Lam aware that, measures have now been taken 
by the Government of Bengal for putting a step 
to this shameful practice, but they have only been 
taken during the last few days, and I have re- 
ferred to-it herp because jt serves as a good 
index to the’ gtate of things which has hitherto 
existed. Of the many other ways in which the

It is not my wish to attempt to describe in 
detail the: condition. of Caleatta. To all whoare 
upon the spot the facts sre motorions. The

‘wud « disgrace to a civilized Government. 
queitions tht. are iovolved are ot me. 
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questions of ordinary ranitary improvement, such 
as those which commonly arise in other Cities and 
jn other Countries. The condition of this City is 
such that it is literally anfit for the habitation 
of civilized men. ven if we put aside all ques- 
tions of public health, and look on the matter as 
one of common decency. or as one of good Go- 
vernment, the state of Calentta is disgraceful to 
the last dogree. 

5. It cannot he too prominently stated that 
the condition of Calcutta is not the normal con- 
dition of Indian Cities. 1 have seen the most 
important Towns of the North-Western Pro- 
vinees, of the Punjub, and of the Central Pro- 
vinees. Their sanitary state is doubtless often 
in many respects most objectionable, but in com- 
parison with Caleutta they are really almost fault- 
Jess. There is no apparent reason why the 


difficully of keeping Calcutta in at least a toler- | 


able state of cleanliness should be greater than 
that experienced in other Indian Cities. It is 
true that Culcutta is larger, but on the other hand 
it is ingomparably richer, and it possesses greater 
natural’ fagilities for carrying out a proper sys- 
tem of conservancy than any which exist in the 
Cities of Northern India. Even, however, if it 
should be considered that the difficulties of clean- 
ing Caleutta are greater, there is certainly no 
necessity thut there should be such an extraordi- 
nary difference as that which actually exisis. 

It is often said that nothing effectual can be 
done for the purification of Caleutta until the 
great system of drainage now in progress is 
brought into operation, In reply to this it appears 
to me quite sufficient to point to the fact that the 
Cities of Northern India are kept in a state of at 
least tolerable cleanliness, and free from all, es- 
pecially disgusting, nuisances, without any such 
system of scientific drainage. What is possible 
there is, beyond the slightest doubt, possible here 
also. 

So far as the theory of the conservaney of 
Calcutta is concerned there seems, in the present 
absence of properly constructed drains, coinpara- 
tively little to find fault with; but the practice is 
something very different from the theory, Thus, 
for example, the whole of the solid portions of 
the filth of the City is supposed to be carried 
away every day. But, in fact, throughout. the 
greater part of the Native quarter of the Town 
nearly all the night-soil and other filth from the 
houses runs, or is thrown, into the open drains on 
the sides of the streets, and, since these drains 
have generally little or no fall, the greater portion 
of the filth remains there. It is no exaggeration 
to say that the most important streets and 
thoroughfaces of the Northern Division of Cal- 
‘eutta form, to all intents and purposes, a series 
‘of huge public latrines, the abominable condition 
of which cannot adequately be described. 

This state of things appears to be mainly the 
result, not of the absence of properly constructed 
works of drainage and of public convenience, 








although such works are doubtless most urgently -

Their improve- 
inent is not’ the work that “is now urgently ne- 
cessary. The first thing required is the provision 
of an Executive Authority strong enough to carry 
out necessary Regulations and to enforce the law 
for the suppression of the present disgusting 
nuisances. +4 4 

7. Nosuch ‘Authority now exists, -nor has it 
ever existed, in Calcutta. A system based upon 
English institutions has grown up, which Jeng 
experience has proved to be totally inefficient 
for the Municipal Governmént ‘of ‘a great Na- 
tive community. So far as tho improvement 
of the Northern Division of this City, and ite 
maintenance in a proper sanitary condition, is con- 
cerned, there might almost as well have been no 
Government at all. The actual condition of the 
Town is a sufficient proof of this assertion, 

Ihave contrasted the state of Caleutta with 
that of the Cities of Northern India, The main 
reason of tha comparative snccess that has been 
gained in the Jattor has clearly been the exie- 
tence of a sttong Executive. It is a great 
mistake to suppose, us many people in this part 
of India appear to do, that the Executive 
Authority of which L speak is something grossly 
arbitrary and Jawless. Whatever may have been 
the case in old times the Authorities in Agra and 
Lahore adininister as regular a system and have 
as mach respect for the obligations of law as they 
have in Caleutta. But in the one ease there 
has been a system adapted to the ciroumatances 
and to the ideas of the people ; in the other a 
system totally foreign to all their real require 
ments. Not the least striking evidenee of this 
fact is seen in the attitude of the more influential 
portion of the people themselves. far from 
having learned something of English publie spirit 
the principal Native gentlemen of Calcutta ap- 
pear, with some notable exceptions, to be in a 
chronie stato of opposition to everything that is 
useful. In other parts of India the upper classes 
of the Native community are always more or less 
ready to co-operate with tho Authorities in mea- 
sures directed to the public good. It may be 
added that the condition of the houses and 
streets in which the wealthiest Native gentlemen 
of Calcutta are content to live is in itself a 
sufficient proof that tho system of administration 
which bas been in force has been unguitable and 
ineflicient. 


8. The constitution of the Calcutta Munici- 
pality undor the new law which care into opera» 
tion Jast year is doubtless an immense improvee 
ment upon all that had preceded it, and it would 
bo very unjust to throw upon the preset, Munici. 
pal body the discredit of the state. of thi 
which actually ‘exists. On the contrary ‘the 
Municipality appears to deserve great credit for 
many important measures that it has. carried out. 
But in -the administration of that part. of its’ 
duties which concerns the ‘maintenance of the 
Town in a proper sanity condition the Mipnici- 
pality has necessarily failed; because it hak not:

they ere in conetant antagonism. I do not 
mean to say that this antagonism takes any active 
shape, nor do I deny that the relations between 
the two Departments may be apparently very 
cordial. Possibly this may be shewn satisfac- 
torily upon paper to be the case. The fact of the 
antagonism not the less remains. The Police 
Department looks upon itself as an instrument for 
the preservation of order, and the detection of 
crime, not as one of the means of protecting the 
lives and the health of the inhabitants from the 
dangers that arise from the neglect of sanitary 
precautions, , Any one who goes slong the streets 
of Calcutta may see evidence of this almost every 
minute. He may see, as I have seen myself, 
every variety of abominable nuisance that is pro- 
hibited by the law going on in the public streets 
with Policemen standing by and looking on. 

The Police are bound by law to assist the Muni- 
cipal Authorities in the suppression of nuisances. 
In some cases it is their duty to act themselves 
and to arrest: without 
‘Warrant ;* in others, 
they are bound to give immediate information 
to the Justices. 
Practically neither of 
these duties is performed, and it appears to me to 
be certain that they will coutinne to be neglected 
‘eo long as the Police Department remains inde- 
pendent of the Municipality. Something may 
doubtless be done for a time to force the Police to 
exert themselves, but no permanent or complete 
results can be expected antil the Municipality, 
which is the body responsible to the public and to 
the Government for the proper administration of 
the City, shall be vested with full authority over 
the Police. Until the Municipality possesses 
power its responsibility cannot be enforced, nor 
can its shortcomings be fuirly criticized. 

Under the old system which prevailed in Cal- 
cutta until last year the Head of the Police 
was the most influential member of the Municipal 
body. This was open to great and just objection, 
‘The Municipality should rule the Police, not the 
Police the Municipality. 

10. It ie provided by the existing lawt that it 
shall be lawful for 
the Chairman of the 

Justices, who is the Head of the Municipal body, 
to hold also the office of Commissioner of Police 
for the Town of Calcutta if he shall be appointed 
to euch office by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal. I believe that such fusion of the two 
offices is the first thing that is necessary. This, 
however, would not alone be sufficient. The great 
object being, as before stated, the constitution 
of a strong Executive, it appears essential that 
“the Head of the Municipality should possess 
certain other powers, 7 
11. Under Section, 6 of the Caleutta Police 
Act, (Act XII. of 1856,) the Commissioner 
of Police may, with the sanction of tho Governor 
General in Council, be invested with the powers 
of a Magistrate of Police, There is, therefore, no 
legal dificalty in the way of giving the Chairman

An practice the Head of the Municipality need 
hardly ever act as Magistrate. All that is re- 
quired is, that he should have the power to do 
so when necessary. Nor would there be anything 
in such arrangements foreign to English practice. 
The Head of the Calcutta Municipality would 
hold a position very analogous to that of the Lord 
Mayor of London, who is at the same time Head 
of the Police and Chief Magistrate of the City. 

12. Legislation would, I believe, still be want- 
ed to place the Municipal constitution on a com- 
pletely satisfactory footing. At present it may, 
for all practical purposes, be considered that the 
only two laws under which a Magistrate in 
Caleutta can deal summarily with criminal cases 
that come before him are the Police Act, (Act 
XIII, of 1856), and the Conservancy Act, (Act 
VI. of 1863). Under these laws he can deal 
with’ most of the nuisances that arise, but not 
with all, Thus, for example, in the matter of 
throwing dead bodies into the Hooghly, the orders 
of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor lately 
addressed to the Commissioner of Pglice point 
out that this is a public nuisance within the 
meaning of Section 268 of the I@dian Penal Code, 
and that it is punishable under Section 290. 
But, although legally a public nuisance, this is 
not a unisance the punishment of which is pro- 
vided for by either of the laws under which the 
Magistrates of Calentta act, and consequently 
every case of the kind most be committed for 
trial to the High Court. This is almost equi- 
valent to saying that nothing ean be done at all. 
It appears essential that the Police Magistrates 
of Calcutta should be empowered by law to 
deal summarily with all offences affecting the 
public health, safety, convenience, dec&ncy, and 
morals punishable ynder Chapter XIV. of the 
Indian Penal Code, and in which the penalty 
does not exceed six months’ imprisonment. 

13. Under tho existing law the processes 
which have to be gone through before offences 
under the Conservancy Act can be punished are 
not sufficiently summary. At the present time 
the delay in disposing of these cases is enormous. 
The greater part ot this delay is, however, not 
the fault of the law, but of the manner in 
which it is administered. 1 seems hardly cre- 
dible, but it is nevertheless a fact, that, as a 
general rule, a fortnight or three weeke elapse 
between the time at which information is laid 
before the Justices of an offence against the Con- 
servancy Act having been committed and the 
decision of the case by the Magistrate. 1 have 
heard of no other part of India in which such 
delays in the administration of justice are possible. 
Althongh, as I have just said, this is not mainly 
the fault of the law, the power of dealing with 
nuisances which the law now gives to the Mazis- 
trates is not.sufliciently summary. 

14, Jt appears essential that power should 
exist similar. to that which Section 68 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure gives to the 
Magistrate of the Districs in all places outside’ 
Calcutta, Under that Section the Magistrate may, 
except in certain specified classegot cases, “ without 
“any complaint, himself take.cognizanee of any 
“offence which may come to his knowledge, 
“and tay issne a Summons, or, in cases where a 
« Warrant may. issue, 9 Warrant of arrest against 
the: person. known ‘or, suspected to have com- 
« mnitted. such offence, in the same manner as if a 
‘eomplaint had been made against such person.”

I think that the Head of the Municipality, | enforced., I am also to. point out the large powers 


who, under the plan suggested in this Minute, 
would also be Head of the Police and a Magis- 
trate, ought certainly to possess this power of 


instant action in all offences under the Police and’ 


Conservancy Acts, and under Chapter XIV. of 
the Indian Penal Code, Whether ‘the same 
power should be given to all Magistrates appears 
questionable. It might be desirable to provide 
by law that this authority shall bg exercised only 
by such Magistrates as shall be duly empowered 
by the Local Government. 

15. I think also that powers similar to those 
described in Sections 62 and 63 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure should be given to all 
Magistrates in Calcutta. These Sections make 
it lawful for any Magistrate by 2 written order 
to prevent obstructions and nuisances, and to pro- 
hibit any person from repeating or continuing a 
publie nuisance. 

The whole of Chapter XX. of the Code of Cri- 
minal Procedure regarding loeal nuisances might 
alto, with great advantage, be made applicable’ to 
Calcutta. 

Under this Chepter the appointment of a Jury 
is necessary in all doubtful cases, and security 
is provided for full publicity, and against tho 
exercise of any improperly arbitrary power. 

16. full these measures that huve now been 
indicate& were adopted, I believe that the Head 
of the Municipality would possess sufficient power 
to enable him to carry out the measures neces- 
sary fur the suppression of the nuiganees which 
now disgrace Culcutta, and for the maintenance 
of the City in a proper sanitary state. I see no 
reason why s few months hence all the more 
offensive of the present abominations should not 
have been got rid of, and Calentta be at least 
as clean and as decent as Lueinow or Lahore. 
So far as the European community are concerned 
I believe that every one will give his hearty sup- 
port to any measures which may afford a reason- 
able hope of escape from the present intolerable 
evils,

vested by the Municipal Act in the Justices, and 
especially Section XXVIII. which provides that 
tbe-Chairman and Vice Chairman shall be com- 
potent to exercise all the powers vested by the Act 
in tho Justices except in so far as it forbids them 
to actin eppention to, ov contravention of, any 
order of the Justices, or to exercise any power 
which can be exercised only by the Justices at a 
Meeting ; and to ask in what manner and to what 
extent that Section is acted upon, and why it has 
deen found insufficient for the purpose it was in- 
tended to meet.

be also Commissioner of Police, and it was only 
upon the understanding that the separate syetem 
shonld have a fair trial before any such arrange~ 
ment was made that the Council agreed to the 
{ Clanse. You are now requested to report how the 
separate system has answered,—whether in matters 
of conservancy and in the suppression of nuisances 
you are hampered by the want. of authority over 
the Police; whether the duty of the Police in this 
respect has been neglected ; whether you huve any 
diffieulty in enforeing the performance of it; and 
whether you would recommend that the offices of 
Chairman and Commissioner of Police should be 
again united, bearing in mind that, although it is 
a very important part of the duty of. the Police to 
enforee sanatory regulations, and one which they 
cannot, be suffered on any account to neglect, it a 
after all but subsidiary to the still more important 
duty of preserving order and preventing and 
detecting crime. :

your opinion, the offices of Chairman of the Jus- 
tices and Commissioner of Police should be again 
united, bearing in mind that, although it is a very 
important part of the duty of the Police to en- 
force Sanitary Regulations, and one which they 
cannot he suffered on any. account to neglect, it is 
after all but subsidiary to the still more important 
duty of preserving order and preventing and 
detecting crime. 

2. You are further requested to explain why 
the duties of the Police have been neglected in 
the manner pointed out in Mr. Strachey’s Minute, 
and to state what instructions the Police have re- 
ccived in regard to the performance of their duty 
in this respeet, and what means are taken to see 
that they perform it. The Lieutenant-Gevernor 
desires that you will personally explain to every 
man of the Force what the Law requires him to 
do, and draw up a -manual of concise Rules for 
their guidance, and yourself see that those Rules 
are everywhere observed, 
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+ 3 His Honor desires that you will put your- 
self im personal communication with the Chairman 
of the Justices, and with him make such arrange. 
ments that the two Departments may work in 
concert, and that the whole power of the Police 
may ke brought to bear on the main object for 
which the Municipality is constituted. 

4. I am to add that a Bill is about to be 
brought into the Governor Gencral’s Council for 
enabling the Police Magistrates of Calcutta to 
desl summarily with offences under Chapter XIV. 
of the Penal Code. 

5. You are further desired to state whether the 
authority given to District Magistrates under the 
Code of Criminal Procedure might, as a 
in paragraph 14, be vested in the Commissioner of 
Police, or whether the authority he now possesses 
is sufficient. You should also report on the sng- 
gestions made in paragraph 15 of Mr. Strachey’s 
Minute.

Tux Lieutenant-Governor having approved of 
the proposition communicated by me verbally to 


His Honor, in general terms, that this Company | 


should take up the construction of a line to Dar- 
jeeling, I have now sufficiently investigated the 
subject to enable me to submit, for His Honor’s 
cousideration, detiniie proposals for the carrying 
out of the undertaking. 

2. A line from Burgatchee on the Ganges 
(opposite Bogwangolah) through Dinagepore to 
the fuot of the hills would, of course, be sufficient 
to complete the communication with Calcutta. 
But the access to the only available Sanitarium for 
Calcutta and Lower Bengal should certainly he less 
round about and tedious than by way of Nulhatee 
with unbridged crossings of the Hooghly and 
Bhagiruttee. There can be no question that the 
more direct the communication afforded, the 
greater will be the advantage, not only to the 
public, but to the Company undertaking the line, 

3. The project, therefore, consists of— 

Firstly.—A line from the Eastern Bengal Rail- 
way at Renaghat to join our “ Sogwungolah” 
line at Berhampore. 

Secondly.— An extension of the “ Bogwangolah” 
line to the bank of the Ganges opposite Bur- 
etl. line from Bungatchee on the Ganges 

Thirdly. —A line from Burgatchee on 
through Di. re.to the foot of the hills at the 
tossing of the Mahanuddee by the new road,. or 





to such other point as further investigation may 
prove to be more suitable. 3 

Fourthly—A line from Dinagepore through 
Rungpore to Bograh on the Burhampooter. 
Although this is not strictly essential to a Dar- 
jeeling” line, still, from the urgent want of access 
to the very important Districts it would save, 
whose development must be comparatively at a 
stand-still until they receive due facilities of com. 
munication, I look on this line as an indispensable 
part of the project. 

4. On none of these lines are the existing roads 
available for Railway purposes. Tho works will 
be by no means light, and there are several heavy 
bridges to encounter. We are, however, prepared 
to carry out the project on the same terms as have 
been granted to us by the Government of India 
for the lines in Oudh and Rohilkund, namely, o 
subvention of £100 a year, for twonty years, for 
evory mile of Railway, together with the same 
subvention in addition for every £10,000 for all 
bridges costing that amount or above. 

5. The lines to be all on the standard Indian 
gauge of 5 feet 6 inches, and the Trains to run 
at an average rate of sixteen miles an hour. The 
other conditions to be in all respects ‘similar to 
those of the agreement already settled upon with 
the Government of India for the “Oudh and 
Rohilkund” lines, 

6. His Honar is, I think, satisfied of the desire 
of the Board to proceed with these lines at once, 
and there can be no doubt that we now possess 
such facilities as will enable us to carry out the 
undertaking with the utmost promptitads. Tam 
prepared, upon receiving His Honor’s instructions, 
to proceed at once with all the preliminary opera- 
tions, and as the working drawings of the bridges 
in the “ Oudh and Rohilkund” lines are completed 
and are applicable.to the lines in question, I can 
promise that no time will be lost in proveeding 
with the works and completing the line,

Branch Railway Company under the provisions 
of Clause 4 of Act XXII. of 1863 ; but it will be 
necessary, before proceeding under the subsequent, 
Clausgs of the Act, and as a preliminary to the 
provisional registry of any portion, to inform the 
Agent whether Government will contribute to- 
wards the expenses of construction in the event 
of the Company’s application being approved, 
either wholly or in part, after further inquiry. 1 
am therefore instructed to request that the 
Supreme Government may be moved to authorize 
the pYomise of concessions similar to, but not 
exceeding in degree, those already granted to this 
Company for similar lines elsewhere, for such hnes 
in Bengal as may be finally approved and autho- 
rized for definite registry.

of which the Eastern of Bengal is the trunk line, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor considers it unques- 
tionable that the commercial advantages which 
the Province will derive from the development of 
this Railway system would prove far more than 
‘an equivalent for the State outlay towards the 

mses of its construction, and without some 
subsidy it seems certain that the work will not 
‘be undertaken by any private Company. It is

! hills, giving the residents of this great City the 
i full benefit of a Sanatarium in the hills, from which 
! they are now, ina great measure, debarred only 
| by distance and difficulty of access. And lastly, 
| it would contribute materially to the establish. 
ment of a trailic with Sikkim, Bootan, and Tibet 
which the Government desites to develop, but 
which, without such assistance, is not likely to 
assume any considerable proportions. 

5. he  Suieutenant-Govenor observes * that, 
although there is considerable difference of 
opinion among the profession as to the merits of 
Mr. Wilson's light Railway construction, still, in 
its main feature, propulsion by steam power at a 
minimum of speed, it is as sound in principle as 
any other. Qn the question of the ultimate 
economy of ineurring a large originol ontlay in 
heavy block, or of starting with the lightest 
appliances consistent with safety, no argument 
need be entertained in the interests of Govern. 
ment ; on this point Mrs Wilson is responsible to 
the Shareholders of the Company alone. A line 
of Railway subsidized by Government, once open- 
ed for traffic, must be upheld at any cost to avoid 
a breach of covenant, and ultimately it will be 
found that, if the light aystem faile in the essen- 
tial of economy, the Company will rectify the 
defect in their own interests, 

At the outsct of these undertakings, therefore, 
it seems to the Dieutenant-Governor that the 
essential particulars to which the Consulting 
Engineer’s attention must be drawn are— 

First.—That the safety of the public is not 
endangered. 

Sccond.—That in the heavier articles of English 
block, such as Rails and fixed Machinery, nothing 
but the very best material is admitted, and that 
it is all of efficient design, 

Third.—That the gradients are as light as cir- 
eumstances will ndmit of. 

And these essentials, I am instructed to add, 
have been kept in view as regards this Company’s 
Nulhatee line and will not be lost sight of in 
future. 
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Railway Company, which is the first to submit a 
definite proposition, should be promptly met by 
an offer of support in event of their being able to 
carry their project through the preliminary stages, 
‘bn t this, His Honor considers, is the most that 
should be conceded to them until it is seen what 
‘course the Eastern Bengal Railway Company will 
take under the circumstances. 

4. The . Lieotenant-Governor .attaches the 
highest importanceto tliat portion of Mr, Wilson’s

Your letter No, 182t., dated 22nd. January, 
submitting propossls from Mr. Wilson, Agent ‘of 
the Indian Branch. Railway Company, ‘for the 
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construction of certain lines of Railway in Ben- 
gal, having been laid heforo His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council, I am directed to 
convey to you the following remarks in reply. 

2. The Government of India cordially recog- 
nizes the great importance of providing Railway 
communication between Galcutta and the Districts 
of Northern Bengal beyond the Ganges and the 
Station of Darjeeling, and will be prepared to 
consider, favorably, any definite proposals that 
the Licutenant-Governor may desire to submit for 
carrying out such lines of Railway as may, after 
the necessary preliminary enquiry, eventually be 
approved, in furtheragee of euch a general scheme. 
‘When these preliminary investigations, both into 
the character of the proposals considered finan- 
cially, and into the general question of the specific 
advantages of the proposed lines, and their bear- 
ing on existing Railways, shall have been made 
with all the precautions required by Act XXIL. of 
1863, and the result reported, with the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s conclusions, His Fxcelleney in Council 
will be able to determine the precise amonnt of 
any money subsidy that would be granted for the 
several lines referred to in your letier under reply, 
or any other lines that these enquivies might indi- 
cate as preferable to them. 

3. Without desiring to prejudge in any way 
the points that appear to arise in connexion with 
such proposals as these, His Excellency in Council 
thinks that it will be advantageous to refer briefly 
to some important considerations whieh will, in 
his opinion, call for particular attention in dealing 
with the matter. 

4, In the first place, it is most essential to 
prevent, as far as possible, the construction of 
compoting lines of Railway, and so to arrange 
the system that the successive additions to it 
shall ‘not endanger the legitimate profits of those 
Jines that have first been completed. Having this 
in view, it would appear that the existing terminus 
of the Eastern Bengal Railway at Kooshtee is a 
more proper place to take as the starting point 
for a system of lines for Northern Bengal, or for 
aline to Darjeeling, than Ranaghat. By adopt- 
ing Kooshtee as the new terminus all the traflic 
from the Districts beyond the Ganges would be 
brought over the Eastern Bengal line, which 
already oxists, and, therefore, has the strongest 
claims, not only to be dealt with so as not to 
injuro its present sources of profit, but also so as to 
add to those sources of profit in all practicable 
ways that are consistent with the true interests of 
the public, Of course it may be possible, from 
engineering or other considerations, thai a line 
from Kooshtee would not, on tho whole, be so 
expedient as a line from Ranaghat, But the onus 
of proof distinctly lies on any one proposing to 
eet aside the Kooshtee terminus, and the presamp- 
tion will remain in favor of this terminus till the 
superiority of some other arrangement is estab- 
lished. 

» 5. The importance of obtaining a bridge 
across the Ganges at some future time should be 
kept steadily in view in all that is now settled. 
‘And inasmuch as the Eastern Bengal line now 
abuta on the Ganges at Kooshtee, and as any ex« 
tension to Daoca must almost certainly cross the 
Ganges at Kooshtee, it seems plain that any scheme 
that shall make Kooshtee the. terminus for a’line 
;,%0 Darjeeling, will be better, as regards -tho prose

project that adopts Bogwangolah as the point for 
crossing the Ganges. The cost of a Ganges 
bridge will be so large that, to justify the expense, 
a large traftic must be secured ; and the more the 
lines are concentrated at Kovshtee, the better 
will be the prospect of a remunerative traffic. A 
like argument would apply if the end aimed at 
were a thoroughly good ferry instead of a per- 
manent: bridge. 

6. It is quite certain that the traffic from the 
lower Jumoona, Enstern Bengal, and Dacea will 
never go round by Bogwangolah, while the traffic 
from Northern Bengal, from Assam, and Darjecling 
would, as far as distance is concerned, be very 
nearly, if not quite as well, served by the 
Kooshtee crossing as by any other. 

7. In undertaking to grant a subsidy to aid 
in the construction of a Railway the Government 
of India should not merely regard the interests of 
the capitalists who embark in such undertaking, 
nor the interests of particular Districts or sections 
of the community. Thus the consideration of 
relative cheapness of construction is not oue of 
overwhelming weight, and 2 more experisive, and 
therefore less remunerative, line to ¢he Shareholders 
might be the most proper to assist with a State 
grant. So, as the number of lines that can come 
under subsidy is, in the nature of things, limited, 
the Government must, before agreeing to give 
such aid to any specified line through any District, 
consider what prospect there will be of a further 
claim of a like nature being made upon it to 
provide for the wants of other contiguous Districts, 
and must carefully enquire whether cuch further 
calls may not be avoided by a surtable arrange. 
ment of the first subsidized line. 

8. His Excellency in Council is not ‘prepared 
to say that the Government of India, consistently 
with the probable calls that will be made ou it tor 
lines of Railway in other parts of India, is likely 
to give a subsidy to more than one main line for 
1; and it is at all events a point 
that calls for careful attention to see whether one 
such line might not be made to suflice for many 
years to come, and to provide a main line of 
approach at once to Northern and North-Eastern 
Bengal and Assam. 


9, It is nevessa 














y to state distinctly that the 
Government of India cannot undertake to promise 
subsidies to all Railways that are proposed with 
fair expectations of becoming prefitable undertak- 
ings, and the grounds on which any projected 
line claims such assistance from the State must 
be thoroughly well established before a eubsidy is 
granted to it. 

10. Lastly, His Execllency in Council observes 
that, on the recommendation of the Government 
of India, the Secretary of State distinctly inform- 
ed the Eastern Bengal Railway Company that” 
any line to Davjeeling from Calcutta would form 
part of their system. This pledge has not been 
withdrawn, aud the recent correspondence between 
the Secretary of State and this Company will be 
found to refer solely to éhe ewtension Co tie Jumoona, 
The branch to Jessore, though mentioned in the 
correspondence, hag not been withdrawn by the 
Secretary of State {rom the lines which that 
Company is still entitled to take up. The line 
to Darjeeling was not referred to in any way. 
‘The claims of this Company must be heard and 
considered, as provided in the Act, before any 
prrangement for.a.Darjecling line opn be come to 
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with any other Company ; after such consideration 
the decision of the Government on such claims 


will be final.

NEW ZEALAND EXHIBITION, 1865,

other in supplying the wants and adding to 
the happiness of mankind.”

Tus advantages which Industrial Exhibitions 
havo conferred upon the commerce of the world 
since they were first instituted a century ago are 
well acknowledged. In Great Britain, France, the 
Uhited States, and other countries, whatever their 
political condition, so highly have such Exhibitions 
been esteemed, that all Governments, however 
otherwise hostile, have agreed in encouraging and 
supporting them. 

National at first, they occasioned a generous 
emulation amongst individuals; and afterwards, 
when international amongst people. Affording a 
worthy theatre for the display of the enormous 
resources which a bountiful Providence has pro- 





vided and human enterprise collected from all parts 
of the earth, they have increased production and 
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thereby added to the world’s wealth, They have 
afforded also a most valuable because more exact 
knowledge of man’s resources; they have encouraged 
manufactures and art; have stimulated invention 
and design; have lent labor, dignity, and genius 
illustration. ; 

It is not to be supposed that in a new country 
their influence can actually be as great as in an 
old one; but, relatively, it should be greater, If 
the colonists of New Zealand have fewer nccessi- 
ties than inhabitants of older and more luxurious 
countries, and can supply them in many instances 
better from abroad than on the spot, it is equally 
ure that they know very little of the resources the 
Colony affords, and that they do not even yet make 
use of many with which they are well acquainted. 
They have splendid coul-fields, yet are dependent 
for coals on other countries ; with the best lime- 
stone they import almost all their lime ; they even 
get building-stone from Tasmania and Sydney, 
and bricks from England and Victoria; with 
immense forests of splendid timber they import 
most of their woods of construction whether for 
building ‘or furniture, and with the strongest 
known vegetable fibre in their flax they have not 
yet turned it to valuable account. Doubtless the 
youth of the Colony and the consequent dearness 
of labor occasions much of this, but in order to 
obviate that dificulty it is necessary that they 
should Svail themselves of all those aids which 
machinery to economise labor in the production and 
conversion of raw material may afford them. 

To these ends the New Zealand Exhibition, 
1865, has been projected. It will be distinguished 
by not only including every indigenous product 
and manufacture, but all those obtainable from 
other countries which shall be calculated to aid in 
the development of the Colony, Should the enter- 
prise be successful it must greatly increase the 
wealth and the internal and external trade of the 
country. That it may be so needs but the active 
sympathy of the whole community. 

His Excellency the Governor hae cordially sup- 
ported the Exhibition by the issue of a Commission 
under the Great Seal, and using his best offices to 
secure the patronage of His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, as well as promising his own. 

The General Government has warmly supported 
the project in advising His Excellency to grant 
the Commission and by promising to place a sum 
on the Estimates in aid of its funds. 

Four successive Governments in Otago have each 
accorded it their cordial approbation, and the Pro- 
vincial Council of Otago have shewn their support 
by providing a building to receive the principal 
portion of the Exhibition and voting £4,000 in aid 
of its general expenses. 

Beyond this Government eupport the Commis- 
sioners have received from many public-spirited 
persons subscriptions to a Guarantee Fund, 
amounting altogether to a large and yet dui 
increasing sum. They have also received valuaifio 
aid from the colonial Press, 





It remains then only for the public throughout’ 


New Zealand to evince their hearty appreciation 


of the project by encouraging by every means in 
their power the production of Now Zealand articles 


suitable for exhibition, and aiding the Commis. 


sioners in obtaining from abroad machines and 
other things calculated to aid in the development 
of the Colony. 

Through the agency of Juries rewards will be 
Gistributed by the Commissioners, and it will be 





especially their object to recognize the merit of 
new products and new manufactures or the mate- 
rial improvement of established articles of New 
Zealand produco or manufacture. The reports of 
the Juries, containing brief statements of the 
grounds of their several awards, will be published. 
Similar rewards will bee distributed among the 
exhibitors from countries beyond New Zealand. 

In the presence of a knowledge of the vast publio 
and other works about to be executed in the 
Colony, the Commissioners are making arrange, 
ments to institute a series of experiments, under 
skilled superintendence, to determine the strength, 
durability, &c., of such materials used for con- 
struction in New Zealand as have not already 
been reported on by competent authority. 

The Cominissioners also propose that a series of 
essays, by gentlemen conversant with the history 
of New Zealand and each Province, the meteoro- 
logy, geology, mineralogy, gold and other mining, 
flora’ indigenous und exotic, fauna, native and 
acclimatised, trade, vital and other statistics, &c., 
of the Colony shall be prepared and published. 
They hope also to be enabled to arrange that a 
considerable selection from the New Zealand 
objects shall be secured by Government for perma 
nent exhibition in London, so as to give the best 
proof thas this Colony affords ample field for the 
investment of eapital, labor, and scientific skill. 

Primary, then, as the Commissioners consider 
the object of securing the fullest reprosentation of 
New Zealand, they also desire to obtain from other 
countries such a collection of machiuery fitted for 
colonial use as has hitherto not been seen south 
of the Line; and they trust that the machinists of 
Great Britain, the United States, and other coun- 
tries will avail themselves of this Exhibition as an 
admirable means of shewing to southern colonial 
communities the extraordinary strides made of late 
years in devising machines to economise labor, in 
reclaiming and cultivating land, converting aw 
material, and facilitating transport. As steam 
power will be provided by the Commissioners 
many of the machines will be exhibited in motion. 
Facilities will also be aflorded for the trial of the 
various agricultural and horticultural implements 
exhibited. 

The Commissioners further desire to obtein from 
all other countries manufactures from New Zea- 
land produce, to shew in what particular it is 
chiefly valuable, and where defective it might be” 
improved ; also such raw produce as shall be usefal, 
either for comparison with New Zealand objects 
of similar character, or as examples of the direction 
in which the development of the Colony may tend. 

The classification of the International Exhibi« 
tion of 1862 has, with slight modification a6 to 
gold mining and aboriginal objects, been adopted ; 
and though the Commissioners claim to be but 
humble followers of their great precedent: they 
hope to see all of the classes well represented. 

In each Province a Local Committee will be 
appointed by the Superintendent, whose duties are 
defined in memozanda transmitted to their Honors, 
and through whom alone the Commissioners. will 
communicate with New Zealand Exhibitors,
